Krishna  Menon  Ousted 
As  Minister  of  Defense 


NEW  DELHI,  India  (UPI>  — 
Prime  Minister  Jawaharlal  Neh- 
ru last  Wednesday  bowed  to  a 
storm  of  protest  over  India's 
“shocking”  military  unprepared- 
ness in  the  border  war  with  Com- 
munist China  and  ousted  Ameri- 
can-bating,  Russi-liking  V.  K. 
Krishna  Menon  as  minister  of  de- 
fense. 

A government  announcement 
said  Nehru  will  take  over  the  de- 
j fense  ministry  in  addition  to  his 
j current  posts  as  Premier  and 
I Foreign  Minister.  Khishna  Men- 
j on,  65,  was  demoted  to  Minister 
of  Defense  production  in  a move 
j effective  today. 

I Military  sources  said  India’s  de- 
I fenses  were  in  a “shocking  state” 

I because  of  Krishna  Menon’s  un- 
j willingness  to  make  plans  for  or 
j even  to  believe  in  the  possibility 
! of  Chinese  aggression.  They  said 
! even  U.S.  arms  shipments  might 
i be  delayed  because  the  Indian  de- , 
, fense  department  had  “no  coher-  J 
ent  plans”  for  a buildup. 

I Krishna  Menon  remained  in  the 
: cabinet  but  it  appeared  to  be  the 
I en^  of  the  line  for  the  firey,  long  j 
I haired  ascetic.  { 

j Krishna  Menon,  who  will  be  in 
charge  of  gearing  the  Indian 
economy  to  a war  footing,  has  j 
had  little  power  since  Nehru  an- 1 
nounced  last  week  he  would  be . 
responsible  for  all  defense  affairs. 
But  demands  for  his  resignation 


increased  and  Nehru  acted. 

His  fate  appeared  sealed  Mon- 
day when  the  U.S.  embassy  an- 
nounced that  Nehru  had  asked 
for  American  military  assistance 
— a direct  reversal  of  Krishna 
Menon’s  growing  tendency  to  lean 
toward  the  Soviet  Union  for  sup- 
port. Final  action  came  at  a meet- 
ing Wednesday. 

The  series  of  military  setbacks 
along  a 1,000-mile  stretch  of  the 
border  was  the  result  of  what  one 
diplomat  said  was  a “procure- 
ment program  which  wouldn’t  do 
credit  to  a boy  scout  troop.”  Gen. 
P.  N.  Thapar,  chief  of  staff,  blam- 
ed the  setbacks  on  a lack  of  fire- 
power, and  two  few  men. 

Krishna  Menon,  defense  minis- 
ter for  the  past  five  years,  failed 
to  transform  what  military  men 
called  a “good  World  War  I walk- 
ing army”  into  a modern  force. 
The  troops  in  Ladakh  and  on  the 
Northeast  Frontier  area  were 
armed  with  50-year-old  bolt  ac- 
tion enfield  .303  rifles  against  the 
latest  automatic  weapons  the 
Communist  world  could  produce. 

Krishna  Memon  was  so  unpop- 
ular with  the  military  that  in 
1959  the  commanders  of  the  army, 
navy  and  air  force  handed  in  their 
resignations  as  a protest  against 
his  interference  and  his  penchant 
for  putting  his  own  men  in  key 
jobs  regardless  of  ability.  Nehru 
persuaded  them  to  remain.

Since  the  narrative  of  events 
ha.s  been  rather  thoroughly  re- 
viewed and  even  those  who  ob- 
jected to  President  Kennedy’s  ac- , 
tions  in  the  first  place  are  now  j 
sharing  the  satisfaction  that  they  j 
worked  out  remarkably  well,  a i 
few  observations  on  the  signifi- ; 
cance  of  the  events  of  the  last  two  j 
weeks  may  be  n^ore  appropriate 
than  an  analysis  of  the  events 
themselves. 

1.  The  Monroe  Doctrine,  in  its 
modern  form,  has , been  success- 
fully asserted.  As  developed,  in  the 
t9th  and  early  20th  centuries,  the 
doctrine  stated  that  our  govern- 
ment frowned  upon  European  in- 
tervention in  the  Americas  but 
reserved  the  rig«ht  to.  intervene 
itself.  It  had  no  status  in  interna- 
tional law  and  was  understand- 
ably resented  by  Latin  Ameri- 
cans. Under  President  Hoover  the. 
U.  5.  right  of  intervention  'was 
specifically  renounced,  an  action 
which  ought  to  be  of  particu^tr 
interest  to  Latter-day  Saints  be- 
cause J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.,  was 
the  author  of  the  document 
which  stated  the  new  policy.  In 
the  succeeding  years  a new  con- 
cept of  hemispheric  solidarity 
was  developed,  culminating  in  the 
Rio  Treaty  (1947),  the  Caracas 
declaration  (1954)  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Organization  of 
American  States. 

Today’s  “Monroe  Doctrine”  is 
a multi-national  policy  against 
outside  intervention  in  the  Ameri- 
cas, with  particular  emphasis  on 
Communist  intervention.  It  has 
been  strengtlienod  by  the  Cuban 
affair  because  the  Administration 
waited  until  the  evidence  was  in- 
disputable that  aggressive  inter- 
vention liad,  in  fact,  occurred. 
Had  our  government  prematurely 
invaded  or  blockaded  Cuba  simply 
because  we  did  not  like  Castro 
and  were  big  enough  to  destroy 
him,  hemispheric  solidarity  might 
well  have  been  destroyed  in  the 
process.  Now  we  not  only  get  rid 
of  the  So.viet  missiles,  whose  pres-, 
ence  amply  .justified  the  Wockade 
in  the  eyes  of  our  OAS  allies,  but 
Castro  stanrls  exposed  as  a Sov- 
iot  captive,  his  hemispheric  influ- 
ence substantially  reduced  aiuj 
his  future  in  Cuba  uncertain. 

2.  The  United  Nations  has  ag- 
ain been  found  to  be  serviceable 
in  resolving  international  ten- 
sions. Not  only  did  the  Security 
Council  debates  help  to  demon- 
strate to  the  world  the  untenabil- 
ity  of  the  Soviet  position,  but  the 
good  offices  of  the  U.  N.  then  be- 
came available  to  help  Khrush- 
chev and  Castro  get  off  the  hook 
without  unacceptable  loss  of  face. 
Khrushchev  has  already  accepted, 
and  Castro  seems  to  have  little 
choice  but  to  do  so.  At  the  same 
time  the  United  States  is  able  to 
demonstrate  that  it  has  no  wish 
to  “go  ,it  alone”  when  the  com- 
munity of  nations  is  in  a position 
to  take  jurisdiction  effectively. 
Had  we  elected  to  handle  the  Cu- 
ban threat  with  the  same  disre- 
gard for  U.  N.  principles  and  op- 
erations as.  the  Russians  .employ- 


ed in  Hungary,  we  would  not  onl.\- 
have  weakened  the  U.  N.  but  also 
materially  weakened  our  own  in- 
fluence in  that  by-no-means  un- 
important and  certainly  not  Com- 
munist-controlled forum. 

3.  The  men  in  the  Kremlin  have 
been  tested  and  found  to  be  ra- 
tional. Obnoxious,  yes.  Unprinci- 
pled, yes.  Fallible,  yes;  there  is 
every  evidence  that  they  antici- 
pated neither  the  speed,  the  form, 
nor  the  magnitude  of  the  Ameri- 
can reaction  to  their  effort  to  es- 
tablish a forward  military  base  in 
this  hemisphere.  Untrustworthy, 
yes,  indeed;  there  is  no  reason  to 
believe  that  the  ties  of  Gromyko 
and  Dobrynin  will  be  the  last  So- 
viet prevarications.  But  rational 
enough  to  realize  that  they  had 
no  stake  in  Cuba  great  enough  to 
require  accepting  the  American 
challenge.  In  a Cold  War  in  which 
the  consequences  of  impulsive  ac- 
tion can  incalculable,  there  is 
some  comfore  in  the  realization 
that  the  men  who  control  the  Red 
missiles  are  able  and  willing  to 
count  costs. 

4 'The  uses  of  power  have  been 
demonstrated.  Where  vital  inter- 
ests are  involved,  there  is  a place 
for  “Brinkmanship.”  The  Soviets 
have  been  reminded  of  something 
which  they  may  have  insufficient- 
ly understood — that  there  are  cir- 
cumstances under  which  the  Unit- 
ed States  can  and  will  use  force. 

Americans  will,  however,  need 
to  resist  the  temptation  to  draw 
too  many  conclusions  from  this 
successful  power  play.  It  does  not 
follow  that  the  Soviet  Unmn-  is 
unable  to  fight,  or  that  Klirush- 
chev  is-  unwilling  to  do  so  if  he 
judges  Soviet  vital  interests  to  be 
threatened.  It  will  take  more  than 
two  or  three  Cuban  setbarks  to 
Wow  this  blustering  bully  down. 
If  the  Cuban  experience  ha? 
taught  him  that  his  missiles  can- 
not peacefullv  co-exist  in  this 
hemisphere,  the  lesson  may  ma'ce 
a bit  more  tolerable  that  neaceful 
co-existence  in  this  world,  which 
is  the  only  immediate  alternative 
to  nuclear  disaster.

But 
when  prosecutors  and  judges  or- 
der him  to  establish  his  sanity 
with  court-appointed  psychia- 
trists before  he  is  tried,  he’s  be- 
ing deprived  of  his  right  to  trial 
and  his  “right  to  be  let  alone." 


This  is  “mind  tapping,"  Szasz 
said,  and  “is  an  even  more  insid- 
ious invasion  of  privacy,  and  an 
even  greater  violation  of  the  priv- 
ilege against  self-incrimination, 
than  wire  tapping.” 


BUT  IT  CAN  have  special  ap- 
peal to  prosecutors  and  judges, 
he  said.  “For  the  prosecution,  es- 
tablishing the  defendant’s  insan- 
ity instead  of  his  guilt,  may  be- 
come an  easy  method  of  securing 
‘conviction’  and  ‘imprisonment.’ 
The  defendant  will  be  incarcer- 
ated in  a psychiatric  institution 
for  an  indefinite  period  — a 
sentence  at  least  as  severe 
and  probably  more  so  than  would 
result  from  conviction  and  sen- 
tencing to  a penitentiary. 


“To  the  judge,  too,  establishing 
the  dcfendent’s  incapacity  to 
stand  trial  may  be  tempting.  It 
will  save  him  the  effort  of  con- 
ducting a trial  that  may  be  filled 
with  distressing  emotional  and 
moral  conflicts  and  dilemmas. 
Both  he  and  the  jury  will  be 
spared  a taxing  existential  en- 
counter, if  only  the  defendant  can 
be  shown  to  be  crazy.” 


IN  THESE  court-ordered  pre- 
trial psychiatric  examinations, 
“what  constitutes  mental  illness  is 
conveniently  undefined.  Its  pre- 
sence is  acertained  by  reference 
to  the  judgment  of  experts,  in 
this  case,  psychiatrists.  In  this 
respect  mental  illness  is  like 
witchcraft,  which  was  also  nev- 
er clearly  defined  but  which  ex- 
perts had  little  difficulty  in  diag- 
nosing. 


“Given  these  circumstances  I 
submit  that  government  psychia- 
trists of  so-called  forensic  phy- 
chiatrists— generally  • like  eccles- 
iastic witch  hunters— will  e'asily 
find  large  numbers  of  mentally 
sick  people.
